On; i 'i RJUOBCT, — The multiplicity of lank notes 
in circulation among u* and the continual apprehen- 
sion that some of the banks whose issue? are current 
here at a small discount will break keep our column- 
liity in a btate of feverish excitement, and everj-oue 
who ha> in hU possession any money of country banks 
i< hastening to put it off in the course r f t ra<Je. livery 
oiie isexpo ting from day to day to bear of the fail- 
ure of one or more of thee country banks and is 
anxious to get rid of such currency. Eventually 
are thrown upon the hands of the brokers or 
inorchnnts. It' told to the brokers, it is done at 
a disco'.t:;t of from two to five or perhaps ten per 

< -tit. If jaiil to the merchant, who is of course 
oMiijed to 1 »se the discount, he is necessarily com- 
pelled to put a corresp mling additional price ujxm 
iii- goods. Thus the loss falls at last u;«n the me- 
chanics aie I laborers, the consumers, who receive 
this kind of currency tu payment for theirjwork, and 
are compelled to pay it out again for the ntcessaiies 
tf life. 

All tlii- mifiht easily lie avoided by the adop- 
tion of a system similar to that already in operation 
i:i New England by * hich the circulation of the 
country banks is kept always safe and at par. By 
au arrangement entered into l>et«eeii the several 
c >uctry banks which are really solvent and intend 
to do only a legitimate banking busine-s. the Suf- 
folk Honk at Boston is constituted a bank of re- 
demption f<>r their issues. Thi3 central bank re- 
quires all those which are parties to the arrangement 
to keep on deposit a certain amount of coin, with 
which its i-«ues are redeemed ai they are presented. 
In this manner the circulation of the banks of Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Khode Island. Connecti- 
o ut, and Massachusetts are redeemed as they come 
into Boston, day by day. Whenever a county bank 
fails to keep its deposit up in the bank of redemp- 
tion in Boston, its notes are discredited in the com- 
mercial metropolis of New England, and the news 

< f ^k' t 1 . i » credit, conveyed by telegraph, necessarily 

^Plie further circulation of their bills until they 
make up the required dejwsit. Thus all of these 
vountry Larks are confined to a legitimate business. 
Whene ver their circulation exceeds what they are 
able to provide for, they are summarily checked up 
and coiopelled to redeem or to go into liquidation. 

A similar arrangement might easily be ma&e 
among the sound and solvent banks of the States of 
Kentucky, Indiara, Ohio, Illinois, and Tennessee, 
and all their circulatioii would lie maintained in good 
credit and would pass at par in any of these States 
from whtafc the bank of redemption would be easily 
M msihle. This plan would be mutually beneficial 
to the banks themselves aud to the people. The 
round banks would be known and their circula- 
tion would l»e commensurate with their ability to re- 
deem it. and they would be entirely protected 
against the panics occasioned by the sudden dis- 
nttttf of here and there cme of the country banks 
that is really unworthy of public confidence, and the 
: »ople among whom the issues of these sound banks 
would cir ulate at par would be saved the ruinous dis 
ccarnts to which they are now subjected directly or 
indirectly upon the pajwr of the country banks. 
This check system would tend more than anything 
else to prevent the bimking institutions which acceded 
to the proposed .trr ! 'lament f r ,,m indulging in the 
hazardous specula; >on> which have in almost every 
i.istance of auspmsiuu or failure been the chief causes 
of the diiriculties »vhich have produced the failures 
or susp usions.

which we quote: "Where the banks of a State are- 
subject to no check except to that which they hold 
upon each other, they are very apt to rush into ille- 
gitimate banking enter|.rises and risk their capital! 
and the interests of their stockholders. When a 
dozen or more banks are engaged in these outside 
operations, it is of but little avail for the sounder 
banks and those engaged in legitimate banking to 
remonstrate. Thus the weaker batiks are kept up 
by the forbearance of the stronger ones, until finally 
a commercial revulsion envelopes the whole in ruin. 
It is superfiuous to observe that a depreciated circu- 
lation in bank bills is a curse to any community. It 
is felt by all, rich and poor. The rich suppose they 
are comparatively slightly affected by it, because 
they are too shrewd to lose anything directly in the 
matter of depreciated bills. But a depreciated cur- 
rency deranges industry and makes everything we 
consume cost more than it otherwise would. This, 
in turn, increases the expenses of the industrial 
classes, and thus renders them unable to pay rent 
or improve their condition. These things react 
on the landholder, the capitalist, the trader and 
mechanic."' These are important considerations. 
Not only the regulation of the currency, hut the en- 
hancement of the trade and business of the city 
may be affected by the plan proposed, and we can- 
not perceive any good or substantial reasons why 
such au arrangement should not be promptly en- 



U.NIVEHSITY of Louasvii.Lt — Mkdio:ai. Dr- 
paktmext — We have spent a portion af two da^s 
in the new building and the library of the Ifedfca] 
School of the University of Louisville, with a vitw 
o r giving the friends of that Institution a knowl- 
edge of its renovation from the «li*a|trou8 fire of last 
December, and of its complete « quipment for its 
high and responsible duties to society. The casual- 
ty of last year was indeed disas'rous, but the Trus- 
tees of the Uuiversity took hold of the case in a pro- 
per spirit, and determined to bring the Medical De- 
partment through it not only unshorn of any of its 
claims as the dispenser of important and momen- 
tous medical instruction, bmi with renewed, enlarged, 
and substantial resources for accomplishing the 
purposes of its endowment and its existence. We 
are so deeply penetrated by the noble efforts of the 
Trustees in this direction, that, in view of what 
they have done and are doing, we firel impelled by 
a sense of public duty to contribute our humble aid 
to the work. The little that is in our jKiwer slu.ll 
be cheerfully given. 

The new building of the University Medical 
School, now nearly completed, occupies the ground 
covered by the former edifice. The arrangements of 
the new structure, however, vary widely from those 
of the former. The general lecture room occupies 
the end of the building formerly used for the chemi- 
cal room, but, instead of being in the basement as 
that was, the new n*>m is in the first storv. It is

Influence ok MQi Becknt Exhibitions. — The

Our mechanics and manufacturers were 
presented with an opportunity for the display of 
their skill, energy, and capacity to produce that is 
rarely liad. Thousands of strangers congregated 
here. They saw at a glance the entire system 
and scale of Louisville manufactures. They became 
convinced of the superior excellence of this point as 
a place for the purchase of all manuer of supplies, 
and there wa3 not an exhibitor at either fair but 
reaped a rich harvest in sales and profits from the 
small outlay attending the exhibition. In this re- 
spect both fairs were most complete successes, and it 
is gratifying to hear the unl>oundad commendation 
bestowed upon them by exhibitors. There can be 
no doubt entertained but that the recent liberal man- 
ifestation of spirit and energy toward the Louisville 
and X i-diville II tilroad, by our leading merchants, 
was an immediate consequence of the success attend- 
ing the fair. Ixtuisville, never before, was fairly 
and properly presented to the world, and the demon- 
stration of her capacities and glorious advantages on 
these late occasions was so pilpable that none could 
have failed to notice and admire them. 

The National Fair completely vindicated to every 
visitor the superiority of Louisville's natural loca- 
tion over that of any other point in the West. 
Hundreds of manufacturers from abroad, who had 
never visited the place !>©fore, were struck with the 
immense advantages of our city as a place for the 
establishment of manufactories of 



fa irmony with the laws of acoustics that a full voice 
may be distinctly heard in any part of it. It is, 
moreover, so ingeniott dy contrived that the Profes- 
sjrof Chemistry us-js it in common with his col- 
leagues. His experiments are performed in a recess 
of the room, in full view of the class, and the dis- 
agreeable gases evolved are all carried oft" without 
entering the lecture room. This is a great improve- 
ment upon the former room. The admirable ap- 
paratus, a great deal of which was purchase.! fav 
Professor Silliman in Paris and Berlin, has received 
considerable accessions from Prof. Smith, and we 
know of no experiment in chemistry that mav not 
be fully made and exhibited by this excdleut oy>- 
pireH of the laboratory. 

Immediately over the general lecture room is the 
amphitheater planned and arranged by Dr. Palmer, 
Professor of Anatomy Its adaptation to the end 
f>r which it is designed leaves nothing to be desired. 
It is unsurpas-ed, and we think unequaled. The 
light streams in upon it from every desirable quar- 
ter, and its ventilation is as nearly perfect as possi- 
ble. An immense sky-light, very much larger and 
better than the old one, is immediately over the 
tibleof the demonstrjtor, and ten large windows 
fl hxI the room with light and air. The arrangement 
of the seats is particularly worthy of notice. They 
are so projected th »t every occupant is in a line with 
the Professor and his "subject," and the minute de- 
tails «»f the latter may lie as ja^rfectly seen from the 
upper circle of seats as from the lowest. The seats 
themselves are wide and well adapted for comfott. 
The first impression on enteriocthis amphitheater is 
that it is small, but it soon enlarges upon the vision, 
as the mind gathers in its full dimensions. It will 
comfortably seat six hundred persons. It is alm< st 
as fine a triumph of economy in .qiace as the honey- 
tomb itself. 

On the same floor with the amphitbe.it r 
large and splendid room for the Museum. Th- an- 
atomical and pathological specimens designed for 
this room have been shipped from Paris, and many 
of them have already arrived in safely. We no- 



sophy is beyond all price. Iu like manner, »e 
found every department of medieal science thorough- 
ly represented by the works of the master minds of 
the profession.. We, however, have neither time nor 
space for further details. Nor are they nec---..ry. 
We feel persuaded that this is the best medical li- 
brary in our country, and tint its facilities in the 
essential branch of medicul education upon which 
we have more particularly d*elt entitle it to the 
earned attention of all students who m iy desire to 
pursue their profession with honor to them *lves. and 
usefulness to those who confide in them. We cer- 
tainly had no idea, until we examined these books 
in person, that there was such a body of medical 
literature of the highest class iu this couutrv, much 
less in our midst. 

The new edifice, we are assured, will soon be 
ready for its library, its museum, its professors, and 
its classes. The workmen are activelv engaged in 
completing it, and by the time the students need 
the lecture rooms they will be ready, aud ad who 
come up to this school for instruction may confident- 
ly rely upon enjoying one of the finest and most 
commodious buildings ever erected in this country 
for teaching medical science.

I)ki>icatiox of a Germas Baptist Cm iw ii. — 
The very interesting exercises connected w ith the 
opening of the German Baptist Church at the cor- 
ner of Chestnut and Hancock streets, yesterday, w ere 
attended by large audiences, morning, afternoon, 
and evening.

^"The New York Times publishes some interest- 
ing letters from China. One of the correspondents 
states that the English Plenipotentiary will insist 
on the opening of nine ports, with the privilege of 
having a Consulate and a guard of soldiers at five 
of these ports, and a Consulate at the remaining 
four; he will also demand a grant of land at each 
for the erection of forts. This is a pretty strong 
indication that England intends to have some solid 
security for the faithful observance of the treaty- 
she is about to dictate. , 

A correspondent writing from Shanghae, states 
that the people at the North exhibit the utmost in- 
difference about the war. This is important in- 
formation, for it proves that the fight is a local one, 
and is confined very much, on the Chinese side, to 
Yeh and his Cantonese. In that case the Emperor 
may be expected to yield without any great display 
of force to the demands of the British Representa- 
tive, backed as they will be by the French and 
American Ministers, and the war will be brought 
to a speedy and successful close.

Among these treasures are Dr. Auzoux's models, 
which in Europe are considered indispensable to the 
medical professor. When we think of these rare 
and priceless acquisitions, w e are really tempted to 
congratulate the Faculty of the school upon their 
late calamity. In the same story, at the west end 
of the building, are the dissecting rooms, which are 
large, airy, fully ventilated, and perfectly lighted. 
It needs but a glance to assure one that they are a 
vast improvement upon the dark, damp, and ill-ven- 
tilated suite of rooms they replace. 

In the story below this is the large room tor the 
library. It is worthy of the magnificent, choice, 
and various material that is to adorn its shelves 
We spent some time amongst the learned tomes of 
this library, feasting enough to whet our literary 
appetites for a great many more repasts of the sort. 
Among its rich and curious volumes, we especially 
noted the works of Hippocrates, the father of Medi- 
cine. The edition of the library was printed in Ge- 
neva, 1665, the year of the persecution of the Jan- 
senists in France, and about time the English 
were causing that flurry among the Hollanders so 
accurately and feelingly described by Diedrich 
Knickerbocker. As we looked upon the venerable 
tome, we felt that we were almost near enough lo 
the sage of Cos to shake hands w ith him. We 
should like, by the way, to hear the old fellow read 
the hard Latin of this Genevan edition of his works. 
We rather think he would prefer lustrating Athens 
of her Plague several times over. Next in interest 
and in antiquity, we noticed the great work of 
Swammerdam, published in 1737. The library 
seems to be peculiarly full in the matter of plates, 
certainly a very important matter in a medical li- 
brary. As an example of its richness in this re- 
s;*ct, we may cite Cruveilhier's celebrated work. 
The great London teachers, notwithstanding all 
their hospital facilities, and their extended museums 
of pathological and anatomical specimens, refer in 
their lectures, we art informed, more frequently to 
Cruveilhier's plates than to any other means of de- 
monstration. We looked through the wonderful 
stores of bis work, and felt no surprise at the high 
value placed upon it by medical teachers. It is a 
combination and concentration of hospital facilities 
such as no one or two or three hospitals in the world 
could furnish. Equal in importance is Carswell's 
coUection of pathological plates, which as a portrai- 
ture of the prerent state of British rredical philo-

The Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury on appeal overruled the decision, 
saying that it is entitled to entry at the rate of nine- 
teen p*r cent. That it is composed of wool, or color- 
ed, or printed does not change Us character as 
known in the trade, nor teuure it from the schedule 
in which "flannels" are provided for specially. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has also overruled 
th". deti sion of the same collector that checked flan- 
nels must i«y a duty of twenty-four instead of nine- 
teen per cenL 

A question was su'umiUe-; iy Um collector for the 
port of Boston, on appeal from his decision asse^-ing 
duty ou twenty-five bales of w jol imported, claimed 
to be entitled to free entry under schedule I of the 
tariff of 1*07, as of the valrfe of twenty cents or less 
per pound at the original place of exportation. The 
collector, on comparing the aggregate cost of the 
wool with the quantity appearing on the invoice af- 
ter making the proper reduction of the foreign weight 
to our own, found that the wool, as show n by the in- 
voice, cost 'JO 30-100 i*r pound, and assessed a du- 
ty of ^4 per cent, under the classification in schedule 
C of the tariff of" 1837, of "wool, unmanufactured, 
not otherwise provided for."' 

The Secretary of the Treasury has confirmed this 
decision, saying: "In estimating the foreign value 
of wool, with reference to its exemption from or lia- 
bility to duty, the appraisers can determine such 
value independently of the invoice, by the prices 
current an 1 other reliable means of in format ion of 
Hie value of the article in foreign market?, such as 
they employ in ascertaining the foreign valu-.s of 
other staple articles of import."

Ax Activk Career — General Albert Sydney 
Johnston, w ho succeeds General Harney in command 
of the army now marching against Utah, was born 
in Kentucky in the year 1*02, and is, therefore, 
about Ifty-five years old. His father removed from 
Connecticut to Kentucky in 1787, and was one of the 
pioneers of that region. The son studied at Tran- 
sylvan'u I. Diversity, graduated at West Point, serv- 
ed eight yc irs as lieutenant and adjutant in the sixth 
regiment United States Infantry, was adjutant gen- 
eral of the Illinois troops with the rank of colonel in 
the Black Hawk war, and subsequently resigned his 
commission in the United States army to join that of 
Texas, which he did shortly afier the battle of San 
Jacinto. Being a good disciplinarian, he perfected 
the organization of the Texan army, of which he be- 
came adjutant general and jiussed rapidly through 
all the grades, until in 18.'»7 he was comminder-in- 
chief. In l^l!'.! he acted as Secretary of War under 
Pre iuent Lamur, and was in a memorable tight on 
the Nueces, in which the Texans defeated seven 
hundred Cherokces. At the breaking out of the 
Mexican war, General Johnston, at the urgent re- 
quest of General Taylor, joined the army, aud was 
chosen co'onel of the lirst Texan regiment. This 
was disbanded with others, afterwards, but Colonel 
Johnston l>ecame inspector-general of General But- 
ler's division, and served as such at the Iwttle of 
Monterey, lie was in the hottest <f the fire, hud 
his horse thrice wounded, and was highly coni| la- 
mented in all the di-patehes tor his enllaafetT. After 
that battle he retired into private life as a planter in 
Pausing a second the^vet- ' l'™^*™ 1 county, Texas, where he remained until, in 
1849, President Taylor appointed him paymaster in 
the army. Thus once more in the lists he has con- 
tinued ecer since in active i^rvice, and passed 
through the grides until he is ikw in command of 
the L'ta'i expedition.

Tr.e storn commenced immediately after leaving* 
fttvana an>i c..ntinued with great fvwi until Fri- 
slav. On friday aftetnoon all hands were called 
■pin to ban out tba water, which had ext nguished 
tbe £re« in h-r 1'nrnaces. The vessel cutttiuued to 
■kip s;.:i.r, und all went to work with buckets and 
Ikarrv:-, < out inning all Friday ni<;ht and Saturday 
mornhtg. Atwut 2 I'. M. the* brig Marine hove in 
si^ht. All the ladies and children were put ou her 
about G P. M., and the engineer left with them. 

In landing the boats, two of tbe five were stove 
and sank. The other three were dispatched w ith the 
woaseu and children. About an hour before sunset 
tbe Marine was lying nearly a mile away, and by 
the time tbe boats ieacbed her, it became evident 
that the ship must go down before they could get 
sack. All bands then seized pieces of chairs and 
i>V preservers, while others rushed below to secure 
their treasure. The confusion at this time I ecame 
great, although all acted with coolness, each 
avoring to make a last effort for their own safe- 
Tbe vessel gave three lurches, some of the pas- 
ait^* jumping off at eMh.^Those^whojrentjIth 



they proved the ultimate means of safety, 

An occasional flash of light niug showed to each 
other a sea of struggling forms. All strove to en- 
courage their fellow suffers with hopes which they 
scire felt themselves. At first we were all together 
in a mass, but soon the waves separated us, and at 
■Mb successive llash of lightning we discovered we 
were being scattered over a wide area, and soon we 
found ourselves apparently alone on the boundless 
ocean. 

The balance of Mr. Maulier's account doe- not dif- 
fer from tliat of Mr. Childs's, already published. 
Hi concludes by saving that about ten o'clock be 
was picked up by the bark Ellen, and had the satis- 
faction of finding many of his fellow sufferers on 
board, res cued by the humane exertions of the trew 
of that ves;el. 

The steamship Empire City sailed from Norfolk at 
11 o'clock yesterday morning with ninety of the res- 
cued passengers for New Y.,rk. 

In previous dispatches Mr. Maulier's name was 
incorrectly reported as E. P. Malone. 

The brig Marine was in a disabled condition, her 
jib l>oom having been carried away, her mast sprung 
and tiller out of order. 

According to the statement of Capt. Rod 'ers, the 
gale increased until "2 o'clock on Friday, the 11th, 
when it was perceived that the engine had stopped, 
and tbe ship fell off iu the trough of the sea, which 
caused her to make c .-insiderable water around the 
De shaft and lee lower dead lights It was after- 
v. ards ascertained that the cause of the stoppage of 
the engines was by the neglect of them in ibo fire 
room and engine department, in not getting coal 
along from the bunkers to the li.j room fast enough 
to keep up the fires, and consequently all the en- 
gines stopped, as well as the pum;>s a'ttached to the 
engines. 

"1 he deck pumps were found to be out of order, 
and companies were organized at my suggestion for 
Uii'.ing, while the steward's gang went down to pass 
the coal along. By this time the fires were put out, 
and tbe water Itecame so heated in the hold of the 
ship, and the steam engendered was so great, that 
they were compelled to abandon passing the coal. 
The ship then lay at the mercy of the waves, but 
still laboring hard: we then started several causal 
bailing, as the only hope of saving the ship. At my 
suggestion the captain ordered the foremast to be cut 
away, which was done at I o'clock. 

From four till eight o'clock the water was kept at 
b-iy. ami an attempt was made to raise steam on the 
donkey boiler. The berths were torn down and 
throw n into the furnace to raise steam to start the 
pumps, but all to no avail. The cause I could not 
learn. A drag was prepared, but it failed, and the 
ship continued in the trough of the sea. The bail- 
ing still went on vigorously, and was kept up all 
night by gangs who were changed as often as they 
became exhausted. Toward-- morning the men were 
beginning to fail, atid the water began to increase 
and grow up in the hold of the ship. At one o'clock 
on the morning of Saturday, the 19th, the gale 
abated, with a Leavv sea running. The water was 
then upon the cabin floor. At daylight a flag of 
distress was set, and a vigiiant lookout w as kept for 
a sail. New inventions for bailing were tried, such 
as rigging barrels with whips at every hatch, aud 
every oue laiiored as daylight broke wiih new vigor. 
They were encouraged 'by myself and others with 
the assurance that the ship would hold out. Every 
passenger remained cool, and seemed to forget their 
danger in the united efforts to save the vessel. There 
was no weeping or exhibition of despair, even on 
tbe part of the females. 

At eight o'clock another attempt was made to 
raise steam on the donney boiler to pump the ship, 
but without avail. 

A passenger proposed the construction of 1k>x 
pumps, but on inquiry no carpenter or tools could be 
found, the w ater continuing to gain rapidly. The ' 
lee shaft was surrounded w ith heavy blankets to stop 
the leak, but the water burst through. At 2 o'clock 
on Sattirlay afternoon a sail w is reported to the 
windward; at 2. 1 < o'clock she came under the stern, 
and the l>oats were lowered. Two were stove in- 
stantly by the sea. Three remained, but only one 
was in good condition at 4 o'clock. The work of re- 
moving the ladies and children to the deck of the 
Marine was commenced. The brig going much 
lighter than the ship, had by this time drifted away 
o the leeward. The distance was considerable, and 
tbe boats were a long time in making their trips, and 
there being a heavy sea but few could be carried 
after sending the ladies and children. The engineer 
and some fifteen of them w ere embarked on the brig. 
By this time it was dark. 

The work of bailing was still going on w ith an in- 
crease of water. As the boats Miccessivelv ap- 
proached the ship, a simultaneous effort was made 
by the passengers to get board; and it was appre- 
hended that the boats would lie tilled and stove. It 
was now dark. AI»out two hours before the sinking 
I of the steamer a schooner ran down under her stern 
but could not render her any assistance for w ant of 
' b-ruts. 

The work of bailing went on until within an hour 
of her going down. Two lights of the above vessel 
were now seen far to the leeward. Previous to the 
sinking of the ship rockets were lired from the wheel 
up to the moment of her going down, which was at 
8 o'clock on Saturday night. 

Captain H-rndon remained at the w heel: I was 
standing aft on the quarter-deck. Some jumped over 
and put out from the now rapidly descending ship, 
and seized whatever they could." No one shrieked 
or cried, but all stood calm and collected. The cap- 
tain behaved nob'y. and said he would not leave the 
ship. I promised" him I would remain with him, 
as also did the second officer, Mr. Frazer. 

All at once the ship, as if in the agony of death 
herself, made a plunge on an angle of fortv-five de- 
grees, and, with a shriek from the « ngulphed mass, 
she disappeared, and five hundred human l«ings 
floated out on the bosom of the ocean with no hope 
but death. 

At a quarter to one o'clock of the morning the 
Norwegian bark Ellen came running clown with a 
free wind. The cries of distress from the survivors 
reached those on her deck, and she hove to under 
short sail. The work of rescuing the passengers 
w.,s nobly commenced, and by 9 o'clock the next 
morning 49 were picked up. Diligent search was 
made until 12 o'clock, but no more could be seen. 
They then bore away for Norfolk with a fair wind, 
and arrived at Cpe Henrv on the Ifth, where mv- 
self and four others embarked in the pilot boat and 
arrived at Norfolk.

INTERESTING FROM SIAM. 

Washington, Wednesday. Sept. 16. 

Official advices are received from Commander 
Foote, of the sloop-of-war Portsmouth, dated on Me- 
nam Kiver, Siam, June lGth. On arriving he pro- 
ceeded, in the King's steamer, to Bangkok, with 
Consul Bradley, the liearer of the treaty concluded 
between the United States and Siam. During their 
stay they were presented to the two Kings of the 
country, and were received with marked considera- 
tion bv all the members of the Court. The see- 
on 1 King, by invitation, visited the Portsmouth, 
the first instance of a King of Siam going on board 
a foreign vessel. 

The kings sent a present of lamp-oil, rice, sugar, 
bread, fish, and fruit to the ship, for which payment 
waspositivelv declined.
